Yesterday he testified 
that from skimpy evidence avail­ 
able, such as w’arm th of the in­ 
testinal area of the victims, death 
may have occurred between 12 
and 24 hours before he saw the 
bodies about 7:30 to 9 p.m. on 
Sept. 17. 


RIPPING CLIMAX 
Last night's trial session came 
to a ripping climax with a hunt­ 
ing knife plunged through a sheet 
of paper before a packed court­ 
room. 
The knife was in the hands of 
Dr. Manwaring. At the urging of 
Davis, the doctor poked a hole 
in the sheet, an exhibit on which 
Dr. Manwaring had sketched his 
autopsy findings. 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich tried 
to stop Dr. Manwaring but it was 
too late.

T h is almost complete lack of interest in a 


vital service certainh doesn’t reflect favor­ 
able on the civic responsibility of those of 


us who live in the district. 


A n d , woise than that, this lack of interest 


could cause the defeat of the bonds and in­ 


definite delay of vitally needed replacem ent 


and repair work. 


\% we all know, anv proposal for e x p e n d ­ 


ing public funds always faces a hard cote of 


opposition, no mattei how worthy a n d how 


necessan is the project u n d e r consideration. 


In the event of an extremely light vote, such 
as that predicted by Elliott, it is conceivable 


that the h ard core of opposition m ight o u t­ 


vote the vast majoritv of district residents 


who recogni/e the need for sewer rehabilita­ 


tion. but whose interest is so casual that they 


stay hom e from the'polls. 


I hat is the fear of President Eliott an d 


his fellow board members. 
It m ight be possible to offset this lack of 


interest bv widely publicizing the bond p ro p ­ 


osition th ro u g h o u t the district. But publiciz­

THE GOVERNOR said th a t a 
special com m ittee appointed by 
S ta te Director of Finance Jo h n 
M. Peirce, at the governor’s r e ­ 
quest. had m ade a report on the 
division, and found th a t there 
was "absolute honesty and integ­ 
rity ” and th a t the m ethods were 
sound, but th a t there was some 
criticism of the division's public 
relations.

nance representatives, the gov­ 
ernor adm itted th a t such was the 
case. He denied, however, th a t 
there was any atte m p t to “w hite­ 
w ash” the com plaints concern­ 
ing the Division of Purchases. 


THAT

HAVE 
been 
some "h u m an m istakes” in the 
state's buying 
operations, 
the 
governor admits, but he was em ­ 
phatic in denying there was any 
breach of honesty or integrity in 
the buying policies of the state. 
The Miller com m ittee m ade no 
such charges, but did emphasize 
the charge th a t the division is 
costing the State of California 
a great deal on money which 
could be saved if procedures were 
corrected. 


Regarding a letter signed by 
some 40 vendors of supplies n o r­ 
m ally purchased by the state, 
charging 
un fair 
practices, 
the 
governor said th a t ten of those 
w hose nam es were printed on the 
letter had sen t other com m uni­ 
cations to the D irector of F i­ 
nance, disavowing participation 
in the complaint. 


“Did any of those letters.” the 
governor was asked, “state th a t

KNIGHT SAID none of the

Some vendors adm itted frankly 
they did not com plain about the 
division's practices because they 
feared the Division of Purchases 
would cut them off at the pock­ 
ets.

THE REALITIES of the For­ 
mosa question are overlaid with 
*o much propaganda, bluff, and 
face-saving that it is hard to 
find one’s way around in it. 
The best clue to a clarified 
definition of the problem — I 
am not saying a solution of the 
problem—is 
to 
recognize 
that 
there are in fact two lines which 
mark the lim its of what we call 
“Form osa.” 


THE ONE LINE Is known to 
th e 
experts 
working 
on 
the 
problem 
as 
the 
“jurisdictional 
line.” It is the line laid down in 
the Jap anese 
surrender 
terms, 
the Japanese peace treaty, the 
proposed 
m utual security 
pact 
with C h ia n g s governm ent and 
in the President’s message. The 
line covers Formosa and the Pes­ 
cadores but not the off-shore is­ 
lands. 


THE OTHER LINE 
includes 
th e off-shore islands. T hough it 
is sometimes called “the s tra te ­ 
gic line.” th a t is a m isleading 
nam e for a line of which some 
of the islands at least, such as 
the T achens now, 
Quemoy 
in 
Septem ber, have been declared 
of no decisive strategic im por­ 
tance. T his second line is in fact 
the western boundary of the le­ 
gal territory 
of 
C hina 
th a t 
C hiang's N ationalist governm ent 
still holds. It is the line where 
the N ationalist retre a t from the 
m ainland ended. 


THE 
DIFFERENCE 
between 
these two lines, which involve the 
possession of the off-shore is­ 
lands. is probably the critical is­ 
sue in the present phase of m a ­ 
neuver an d possible negotiation 
about “Form osa.” T he off-shore 
islands—but not 
Formosa 
and 
th e Pescadores — are Chinese 
territory for which the Chinese 
civil war is still being fought. 
T hey are the last rem aining C hi­ 
nese territories which Chiang ac­ 
tually governs. 


T h a t gives these off-shore is­ 
lands considerable symbolic im ­ 
portance. A clean-cut decision by 
the United States to stand on the 
jurisdictional line of the treaties 
would protect Formosa, it would 
cut off the implied com m itm ent 
of the United States to support 
Chiang in a cam paign of res­ 
toration. 
For Peking this would m ean 
acceptance of the fact th a t they 
are the de facto governm ent of 
Chinese territories. It would not 
recognize th a t they have title to 
Formosa. Nobody would have ti­ 
tle to Formosa. T he allied pow­ 
ers who have m ade the peace 
tre a ty with J a p a n would rem ain 
the custodians of the title to 
Formosa and the Pescadores. 


IT IS EVIDENT th a t if there 
is to be a cease-fire. there m ust 
be a line of dem arcation, and 
th a t the most reasonable line is

Formosa War Threat Makes 
Self Felt In Stock Market

NEW YORK (IP) — Formosa 


S tra it lies close to the stock and 
commodity m arkets these days.

YET, THE SHARPEST break 
in stock prices in recent years 
followed the start of the w ar in 
Korea. And 
the 
outbreak 
of 
W orld W ar I in 1914 hit fin a n ­ 
cial m arket so 
hard 
th a t 
the 
stock exchange was closed for 
4'? m onths. 


W hy does the mere th re a t of 
w ar send some stocks up, as this 
week, while the sudden advent 
of war sends most stocks down? 


But talk of the th rea t of war 
calls to tra d e rs’ m inds the pos­ 
sibilities for the “war babies"— 
the companies th a t m ight be ex­ 
pected to get increased orders 
for the hardw are of war. The 
stocks of these suppliers of the 
m ilitary tend to rise. 


Psychology plays a large part. 
W ith the th re a t of war the ta x ­ 
payer is more willing to spend 
for defense. Stock traders figure 
th a t orders for m ilitary goods 
are more likely to rise th a n to 
be cut. 


But when w ar comes suddenly 
—as with Pearl H arbor—invest­ 
ors turn fearful of the commg 
disruption 
of 
m any 
business 
lines, and the stocks of industries 
with no im m ediate prospect of 
supplying 
the 
m ilitary 
effort 
look 
less appealing. 


the jurisdictional line. East of 
that line Peking does not have 
any legal title; 
armed 
action 
would therefore be international 
aggression. W est of the line we 
have no legal claim s, and inter­ 
vention would be intervention in 
a civil war. The acceptance by 
us 
of 
the 
jurisdictional 
line 
would put an end conclusively 
to -the notion of a United States 
intention to intervene. It would, 
moreover, fix 
conclusively 
not 
only the defense but the custo­ 
dial character of our presence 
in Formosa. 


There are differences of opin­ 
ion as to the strategic value of 
these off-shore 
islands. 
They 
would seem in the m am to have 
a nuisance value in that they 
enable the N ationalists to inter­ 
fere in some degree w ith coastal 
shipping. That may well be one 
of the reasons why Peking has 
been showing so much interest 
in them. 


From the point of view of the 
defense of Formosa, their im ­ 
portance cannot be very great. 
Last week the President wrote 
off the Tachens and last Sep­ 
tember he wrote off Quemoy. It 
is indeed 
a 
question 
whether 
these islands, 
some 
of 
them 
w ithin less than five m iles of the 
m ainland, are not strategic lia­ 
bilities if it came to actual fight­ 
ing. 


THE 
REAL 
significance 
of 
these off-shore islands 
Is 
not 
strategic but legal and political. 
In forming our policy we cannot 
expect to find that every consid­ 
eration is on one side rather 
than the other. W hat we .shall 
find is, I believe, that the pre­ 
ponderant weight of the consid­ 
erations is in favor of our stand­ 
ing on the jurisdictional line. 


The objection to doing that i* 
that it m eans the final abandon­ 
m ent of our support of the N a­ 
tionalist cam paign 
of 
restora­ 
tion. and that this will destroy 
the morale of the Chinese on 
Formosa. There can 
be 
little 
doubt that the Formosa Chinese 
ana their supporters 
in 
other 
lands will feel that they have 
been deprived of the hope of a 
restoration. But is it not the fact 
tha: insofar as they have thought 
the United States would go to 
war for a restoration, they have 
been living on false hopes? 
I 
think their sincerest friends in 
W ashington 
would 
tell 
them 
that American opinion favors the 
defense of Formosa but it is op­ 
posed to a com m itm ent or to 
taking any risks of w’ar about 
going back to the m ainland. 


AS 
AGAINST 
the 
political 
disadvantage of the discourage­ 
m ent of non-C om m unist Chinese, 
there are probably big advan­ 
tages on the 
other 
side. 
An 
American policy based on the 
jurisdictional line 
will 
alm ost 
certainly insure the support of 
our active allies in the Far East. 
It enables the powers which rec­ 
ognize Mao Tse-T ung to recog­ 
nize also the defense of Formosa, 
It would probably do much to 
win respect for our Formosa po­ 
sition among the uncom m itted 
nations of Asia 
and it would 
provide a sound legal and politi­ 
cal foundation for an eventual 
attem pt by the United States to 
bring about a cease fire in the 
Far East. 


I use the word eventual be­ 
cause in a m atter of such im ­ 


mense complexity, it is not pos­ 


sible to proceed by big and spec­ 


tacular steps. The world is an 


elephant crossing 
a 
precarious 


bridge and it m ust test its foot­ 


ing. It is som etim es possible to 
obtain assent, to obtain a w ill­ 
ingness not to object, without 
obtaining an express agreem ent. 
B ut in order to progress a t all, 
no m a tte r how' slowly and tor­ 
tuously, it is necessary th a t we 
be clear in 
our 
mind« 
about 
where we do and where we do 
not stand, where we are not go­ 
ing and where we are going.

Otto Benedikt Reinemund, 39- 
year-old San Anselmo father and 
believed to be the youngest brew- 
master in the United States, shot 
and killed himself in the basement 
of his home early early this m orn­ 
ing, Deputy M ann Coroner Frank 
Monte reported. 
His body was found at about 6:15 
a.m. in the laundry room of the 
basement 
by 
his 
father-in-law, 
Norman D. Kramer, who was visit­ 
ing from Florida. Nearby was a .32 
caliber automatic pistol which he 
had used, according to Monte. 
San Anselmo Police officer At- 
tilio 
DeMaestri 
said 
that 
only 
Tuesday, Reinemund had called 
his father, Sigmund Reinemund, 
in St. Louis, Mo., and asked him 
to come to see him because he was 
ill. The elder Reinemund arrived 
by plane Wednesday. 
According to Rem em und’s w’ife, 
Dora, he was in good spirits at 
11 p.m. yesterday when he wrent 
to bed. Monte estimated the time 
of death about 3 or 4 o'clock this 
morning. 
He 
said 
Reinemund 
placed the muzzle of the gun in his j 
mouth and pulled the trigger. Ap- i 
parently no one in the house heard 
the shot, Monte added, and no 
suicide note has been found. 
DeMaestri said Reinemund may 
have been emotionally disturbed by 
a shakeup where he was employed, 
California 
Brewing Co. of San 
Francisco. 
He said Reinemund had been 
authorized to discharge a number 
of the company’s older employees, 
and was seriously upset at this. 
DeMaestri said he v.as told by 
Kramer that., at 39, Reinemund 
was <ie youngest brewmaster in 
the country. The brewmaster is 
responsible for the quality of the 
beer that a brewery produces. 
Formerly a resident, Reinemund 
moved his wife and three small 
children, two son« and a daugh­ 
ter. to 85 Angela avenue, San An­ 
selmo, last September. 
Reinemund 
was a veteran of 
World War II, when he entered 
the Army as a private and was 
separated from the service with 
the rank of major. He attended 
college in St. Louis, and at one 
time was 
a 
professional tennis 
player. 
Funeral services are pending at 
the Chapel of the Hills In San 
Anselmo.

A clipping sent by a reader start­ 
ed it.

Around the living room fire we 
, began* at once to ask; " If you 
; could choose, what period of his­ 
tory would you have like to be 
born?” 
Men at first leaned toward the 
swashbuckling eras. One thought 
it might have been fun in the 
time of the Crusades, p articu lar­ 
ly when Richard the Lion-Hearted 
and his men were riding off in 
full armor. Another plugged for 
vivid Elizabethan days. 
A 
very 
young man. still under the influ­ 
ence of television films sighed for 
the 
frontier 
adventures 
of 
our 
own country’s youth. 
But as we talked, we became 
more conservative and more mod­ 
ern, too. 
"On second thought,” said the 
man who had spoken up for feu­ 
dal days, "it probably was pretty 
dreary lugging all 
that 
arm * 
around, even with a red rose ^r 
a lady’s glove to keep up your 
courage. Besides, the plague got 
most 
of 
those 
heroes 
if 
battle 
didn’t and even if they survived, 
they were old at 40.” 
The admirer of the first Eliza­ 
bethan age and the pseudo pio­ 
neer also decided that while those 
periods 
might 
seem 
fascinating 
and 
free-wheeling in 
retrospect, 
life must surely have been pain­ 
ful, too. There was considerable« 
debate about the years from 1870 
to 1914 here 
in 
America 
when 
there were no important ware to 
upset us, life w-as leisurely, man- j 
ners were gentle and there seemed 
no grave threats or problem*.

" I think,” said a woman who 
had been silent up to then, "th at 
for a woman it is infinitely bet­ 
ter not to have been born until 
1900 or later — when we got the 
vote.

"W e have the highest standard 
of living in the history of the 
world; the 
lowest 
death 
rate. 
People last twice as long, they 
don't have to work so hard. They 
have central heating, electricity, 
all sorts of work-saving machines. 
They can read, own savings ac­ 
counts and talk back to anybody. 
They have courts and the secret 
ballot to protect them . . 


Johnny Antillon, quoted in the 
Reader’s Digest, said it even bet­ 
ter: 


" I like living in this century — 
so full of strivings and plans that 
I feel part of a wonderful and ex­ 
citing experiment . . . with dreams 
for me to dream and problems for 
me to solve. If I had lived be- 
| fore the A- and H-bombs, I might 
be less optimistic of the future. 
But today I have great hope that 


i we shall enjoy peace, for I feel 
deeply that no nation will start 
a. war which none can possibly 
survive. I believe that this world 
we have deserves a vote of confi­ 
dence. W ith its dirt and cleanness, 
its ups and downs and its total
